~eleuchs;;-Much° land~had-- been" ac 
quired by the bold Buccleuch in 
Haddington, Berwick, Selkirk, and 
Dumfries, but it was not until 1663 
that “the “head of “the” ‘family “was 
The . story of how 
this honor came to him makes inter- 
esting reading. In 1651 Francis of 
Buccleuch died. leaving two daugh- 
ters, Mary and Anna, Mary being the 
elder by four years. The latter died, 
however, .and Anna, who as heiress 
to the Buccleuch. estate was regarded 
as a great matrimonial prize, was 
‘married. to an illegitimate son ~of 
Charles I., who had created him Duke 
of Monmouth. ee 

Immediately after the marriage the 
King created the Duke of Monmioutth 
Duke of Buccleuch, with the Eatidom 
.of Dalkeith, and although he was 
afterwards executed for rebellion the 
titles » were unaffected, “being held 
jointly ‘by his wife, and came to her 
descendants. ; ae 

It was by the marriage of Francis, 
second Duke of Buccleuch, to . the 
daughter and heiress of the Duke of 
Queensberry thut the immense estates 
of-Dumfries,--amounting—at- the pres- 
ent..time to 253,514 acres, were acquir- 
ed by the Buccleuch family.
